So I aaid 
1 would go up in the gallery and 
stay" there (ill morning. i)r, Wilson 
said lie would remain where he was 
and sec the thing through, 

1 had not been long In the gallery 
before I heard another commotion.

regular increase of attendance at the 
ordinary meetings which you desire. 
And (hid lack of fresh people, of 
course, mcanii lhat soul-saving is 
more difficult, and so, in every di- 
rection, it militates, agniust advance 
and vitality in the Corps.

fAN HISTORIC ORDER 



It Had die Effect of Stirring up 
Musical Talent in the Army 



The first Order on Bonds appear- 
ed in "The War Cry" dated March 
27, 1880. It-ran as follows:— 
MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS 
By the General. 

Psalm xcviii. 6: ''With trumpets 
;n;d sound of cornet, make, etc." 
F'salm cl.4: "Traisc Him wth the 
timbrel, etc." Isaiah xxxvii..20: 
"The Lord was ready to s.ive me; 
Uicrcfore wc will siny^ my songs to 
the stringed instruments, etc." 

Whereas, dnrinR (lie great Welsh 
;ind Cornish Coimcils, nnd before 
lliat time at Ply'month. Nottingham 
iiitd elsewhere, u'c have proved the 
ureal utility of musical instruments 
in attracting crowds to our Opcn- 
,Air and indoor meeting, wc dn here 
I'tprpw our desire that as many oE 
diir OlTieers and Soldiers jrene rally, 
male and female, .-m have The aliility 
f-.-r s& doing, shall learn to play on 
some instrument. And as in many 
ii^Unifes the ohtamint* af an instru- 
ment is a. difficulty, v'c: {.liall he (,'lld 
it any friends who itray h^ve ^nch 
instruments lyins idle will conse- 
crate diem to this service, and send 
them to Headquarters. This in- 
cludes violins, bass viols, ccnccr, 
linas, cornets, or any brass instru- 
ments, drums, or .inyibinc; else that 
iv ill make a pleasant sound for the 
lord. 

Stirred Country 

This order had the effect of >tir- 
rinjj- up the whole country with re- 
spect to Bands. Here and there 
efforts were made without delay; 
v\cry instrument that was available 
uii pressed into service, forming, in 
Mime cases, peculiar mixture.*; thai 
r<:rtainly would not commend thcra- 1 
M-Ives to a trained IE»nd^m;in of the 
p«esenr day. Vti»lilis. fliitci, banjos, 
guitars, concertinas, ns well as var- 
ious forms of brass and reed instru- 
ments, were brought tojrcthcr. 

A joyful noise v*as scented even 
if tin* sweetness of harmony were 
absent on such ncca<inns. Such in- 
slruments were not confined to m- 
iloor meetings, I>ut they v*«re all 
n«d to head the processions There 
was 110 music to plij- from, and the 
revolts were Such :is would give the 
'Void sb'nfcrs" tn our finished play- 
<r» of the present day. 

This state of thiui^i could not but 
be preliminary. It soon became evi- 
dent to most, anyway, that a selec- 
tion of instruments "was desirable, 
mid some method adopted in the use 
<>i them. The general superiority of 
brass instrument-, for Salvation 
Army use liecame apparent, and so 
efforts to form Hraja Uands j-oon 
HTisorbcd most of th* musical talent 
in the individual C^Tps.

It is diScuIt to say whether this 
is something to he acquired by the 
Average cnusici.111 through constant 
pmctiee and listening to different 
kiotEs of tones, or whether it is a 
peculiar gift. 

Many musicians Who arc only 
very ordinary people are well able 
10 do this. And not Only can they 



tell the single letters as they arc 
struck on the piano, lint they oau 
tell whether it is the common chord 
ai C or the diminished chord 01 F, 
or whatever il may be witllill reason. 
Can you do it? Have you ever 
tried? 

A good plan is to eunv a luiikiig- 
fork in the pocket, tuned to tlie^ in- 
ternational pitch C, and often, jliiL 
for practice, sing out the lone doh, 
and then take the fork and try to

In spun of rebellions the country re- 
mained in subjection to foreign pow- 
ers uuiil the victory of the allies in 
ihc world, war secured for this peo- 
ple their freedom.

Problem Became Real 

Peforc Ihe world-war Poles were 
chiefly known here and in some 
others countries a* poor, though 
thriving immigrants. Il was only 
after the outbreak of the war that 
the Polish problem became real to 
other nations and thai the idea nf 
the independence and million at the 
partitioned Polish territory was gen- 
erally made manifest. 

No twiths tainting the terrible dev- 
astations of war the greatness of 
Poland's domain and (lie mini tier of 
its people remain eiinrmous They 
remain to-day one nation in lan- 
guage and in aspiraliouu. despite a 
century and a half of political slav- 
ery; and through all those years ihc 
love of liberty has burned within 
them aa an inextinguishable flame, 

A brief glance at the history of 
Poland will doubtless ptovc of in- 
terest. Until the latter pan of the 
18th century Poland was a large and 
powerful Kingdom* extending with 
Lithuania, which was incorporated 
with it, over the iias'ms of the War- 
ta, Vistula, Dwina. Dnieper and 
upper Dniester, and having under its

(g62<go:0 was the first king of whom 
mention is made in history. He be- 
came a convert to Christianity and 
put down all idol worship, aided by 
St. Adalbert, tlLOiop of Prague. 
, Many oilier kiug.t. good aud had, 
succeeded him and they fought wars 
with Russians and Germans with 
varying success. The- reign of Casi* 
incr the Great wa* a gold l* 11 period 
for Poland. 

Commerce was active, the towns 
on Ihe Vistula began lo increase in 
importance, and we first hear nf 
Warsaw, which, however, was not 
made ' the capital of the kingdom 
until the reign of Sigisimmtf III* 

Lithuania was incorporated into 
the kingdom in 13S6 hy the marriage 
of its Priuee.'Jagiclto, with Queen 
Jadwiira, The dynasty lasted for 
nearly three centuries, when the 
throne became elective. 

The noble!:, during this period, be- 
came very arrogant and corrupt and 
this had much to do with the 
troubles vhkli later befell the un- 
fortunate kingdom. 

A DlustrotiB Period 

The reign of SigiFtiiiind Hi, was 
a disastrous one for the country. 
There were constant military revolts 
and religious tumult?. TJic king- 
dom was thrown into the greatest 
confusion by the disputes of the 
nobles and all vigorous action was 
paralyzed.
